XLI—CHURCH AND STATE—WHAT IS THE CATHOLIC POSITION? 


\JOTHING seems to be more misunderstood than the Ce 
+‘ concerning the union of Church and State. Pope Pius IX »mne 
the proposition which reads “The Church and State must be separate.” But 
this condemnation implied merely that they may be united, that under ideal 
conditions it is good for them to be united, not that they must be united. 
Why may they not be united? They are united in many predominantly 
Protestant countries, and in a manner far more intimate than they were ever 
united in a Catholie country. For instance, they are uni in E 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark. They were united in Germany Austria 
Turkey, and other countries before the war. The union was so intimate that 
the head of the State was at the same time head of the Church. . 
The Catholic Church would never think of encouraging union of the 
ith the Catholic Church where the great preponderance of population 
not affiliated with the Catholic Church. If most citizens of any given 
state are also members of the same Church, evidently the Government owes 
them attention religiously as well as civically. Few countries elsewhere i 
the world have the same conception of Church and State that America has. 
The situation in America is very satisfactory to the Catholic Church. But 
separation of Church and State in countries where they were long united is 
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ually promoted by anti-clericals, who wish to owe no spiritual allegiance

We intend, between now and fall, to fill this page with- 
out any special regard for order, but with the reopening of 
school next September, we wish to begin a course of sys- 
tematic instruction, and trust that every priest in the United 
States will avail himself of the opportunity we afford him 
to reach all his people and especially those who are in the 
sorest need of instruction. 

We expect this page to have a special editor, with whom 
readers may communicate, and from whom they may re- 
ceive special assistance. 

Over the “Children’s Page,” will appear a caption show- 
ing Christ with the children.
